Who are Onderdonk & Co.? was the 
•question that agitated people's minds 
yesterday, every one being naturally 
anxious to aacertaiu the tinancial status 
of the firm that has secured tlio con- 
traet for the construction, of three sen- 
tions of the Canada Pacific Railway in 
tliisTrovince. The contracts involve 
an expenditnro of many millions of 
dollars, and it is expressly desirable 
that there should be no delays orhitches 
of any kind ; that the work should Lo 
pushed on to rapid completion ] and 
tliat the fact of one firm undertaking 
three sections will not prove a means 
to retard operations and delay construc- 
tion. O.VDERDoyK k Co. are a firm of 
San Francisco engineers and contrac- 
tors wlio havo undertaken the construo- 
. tion of a seawall along the city front, a 
work of Kouie magnitude. ^-J-Theyjhaye 
secured several smaller contract's in 
California. Their business standing is 
reported good, and in their enterprise 
(it San Francisco they are backed by 
California capitalists As to their 
ability to carry out the contracts in the 
Yalo-Savona road we cannot speak 
positively; but -sVe entertain little 
doubt that the Canadian Government 
.satisfied themselves on that score and 
exacted proper securities before con- 
senting to the transfer. There are any 
number of surmises as to the backing 
of tlio contractors. It is only, necessa- 
ry to mention the most probable, whicli 
is that behind them stand a syndicate 
of California capitalists who propose to 
employ in the construction works in 
this Province n portion of the exten- 
sive plant and machinery that were 
used in tlie construction of the Central 
Pacific railway and which have since 
' laid .idla on.their hands. If such men 
as Ijei^and Stanford, Chakleb Crock- 
KR, A. N. TowNE, or some other equally 
ffreat railway magnates, are to have a 
hand in the Yale-Savona work, and if 
they are obligated, (as there is reason 
to believe they are) to finish the three 
sections in 4^ years) the transfer will 
not be regretted. In order that the 
people of this Province shall reap tho 
full benefit of railway expenditure it is 
essential that operations should be con- 
current : that work siiould proceed on 
all four sections at once. Until wo 
havo evidence to tho contrary we shall 
take it for granted that this policy will 
bo adopted. 

Certainl}', tlic appointment of Hon. 
Mr. Trutoii as Dominion Adviser 
on the Pacific furnishes an adaition- 
al guarantee, if any were wanting, of 
the bona Jide intentions of the Govern 
ment.., Mr. Trutoh's .high char-acter 
as a public man, as well as his intimate 
knowledge of railway work of every 
description, fit him for tlie position to 
an eminent degree. The ])ublic may 
bo sure that by him rigid adiicrcnco to 
the'terms of the contract will bo ex 
acted, and that the work under his 
supervision will bo pushed rapidly 
ahead, Tho country is to be congratu- 
lated upon Mr. Trutcii's appointment 
which is the very best that could Imvo 
been made. 

THE PBEMIER'S MISSION. 



Sldiovlo Leadlnff to a Fatal Zhiol. 

When King Humbert made his en- 
try into Genoa some months ago, his 
train was accompanieil by eighty 
young men of good family; of that city, 
who volunteered to run as a guard of 
honor at the side of the -equipage of 
the King and Queen partly to protect 
their jNIajesties from imaginary ])as- 
sanantes and partly to demonstrate 
their loyalty to tho House of Savoy. 
Dressed in the evening costume (black 
suit, with white neck-ties), these young 
men formed not it pleasing contrast 
with the bright cuirassiers, and had to 
run very fast to keep up with the 
horses which drew the royal cariiage. 
Genoa is somewhat Republican in 
sentiment and the eighty vV.jroung . men 
were unmercifully ridiculed. When 
one of these hapless royalists entered 
a tavern or cafe he " was laughed at 
and hooted by those entertaining ad- 
verso political opinions. About tln'co 
weeks ago Signor Gibelli, ono of tho 
eighty, being grossly insulted and 
oven struck by a young man in n beer- 
shop, used his stick with effect, ion the 
head of his aggressor, inflicting a severe 
wound. «>A challenge to a duel was 
subsequently given and accented. The 
parties crossed tho Italian frontier 
near Slentone, and fouglit with large 
pistols at twenty-five paces, witii 
liberty to shorten tho distance. Gibelli 
fired first and missed. His adversary, 
using his privilege, was taking aim with 
deliberation when his jiistol went of! 
by accident. Gibelli, with rather ex- 
cessive chivalry, declined to profit by 
his mischance, and told his opponent 
to try again. Tho seconds protested 
against this arrangemont, but Gibelli 
was obstinate, and the pistol was again 
discharged, and Gibelli received tho 
ball in his right breast and fell The 
wound was fatal Poor Gibelli was 
almost suftbcated with blood from, in- 
ternal hemorrhage, and cried for water. 
Water there was none, but a few 
drops of brandy were poured down his 
throat. Ho was removed to a hotel, 
and died in a few hours. By this sad 
event ono of the most respectable 
families in Geneva Js plunged into bit-

So, it is not upon Dominion business 
that tho Premier has gone to Ottawa 
ITo lias gone simply on Provincial 
matters of va.st importance, says his 
local organ.

As the 
honorable gentleman spent tho last 
four months of tho year which belong 
ed to the Province in attending to Do- 
minion business, it is surely liigli time 
that ho devoted a little attention to 
Provincial matters for which he is paid 
at the rate of .$3,000 per annum. 
^Vhat is tho important Provincial 
business that has taken him off in so 
gi-cat a hurry to Ottawa? Runior says 
that there is a hitch in the di-ydock 
subsidy, and that he has gone there to 
straighten the matter out. It ajjpcars 
that the Government are still in the 
doubt as to whether the subsidy is a 
loan or a gift; and whether, if the lat. 
ter, it will be paid as the work pro 
grosses or in a lump sum on comple- 
tion! Is not this a pretty state of 
things fpr the Province to contemplate? 
Tenders invited for dock-construction 
for a period of three months, firms in 
England, Canada, California and Vic- 
tori i put to heavy expense in pre- 
paring bids; and the Premier ' on his 
way to Ottawa in scnrch of informa- 
tion that ought to have been in liis 
hands six months ago 1 This is fresh 
evidence of tho "vigorous policy" that 
was to have been inaugurated by the 
present Government

TSE OSINESE Q-AMBLINa OASES. 

Ssoisioa of tlie Folioe Ma^istrato. 

fevl;' Tho following jiidgnioiit was delivered' 
??.^:yestorday by tho Police Magistrate in tho 
case of one of tho ten Chinamen charged 
with gambling in a common gaming house 
on Cormorant street : 

Regina w. Ah Get — This is a prosecu- 
tion under tlio Can.idiau Act (1875) foi- 
suppressing gaming licmsea. 

At common law gaming, .says Hawkins, 
is permitted in England upon every possi-. 
ble subject, excepting wliore it is accom- 
panied by circumstances repugnant to 
morality or public policy, or where, in 
certain special cases, it i.s restrained by 
positive statutes. (Roscoe's Criminal Evi-. 
denoe, p. 501.) Before tlio Canadian 
Criminal law was introduced into this 
Province gaming houses were regulated 
by English statutes, and amongst others 
the B and 9 Vict. c.. l|9,TjtlieSe,con4claiis^ 
of which defines what shWr bo deemed 
evidence of being a common gaining 
house, namely, "proof that it is kept or 
used for playing at any xtnUnvf\tl game, 
and that a bank is kept there by one or 
more of tho players exclusively to tho 
others, or that tho chances of the ganio 
aro not alike favorable to ali;tlte.players." 
(Oko, p. 29'J.) By tho third section of the 
Canadian Act 38 A^ict, c. 41, any cards, 
dice or other instruments of gaming used 
in playing any iai/(n(/i(/ game, found in 
any house entered uiidor a warrant shall 
be evidence, until the contrary be made 
to appear, that such house is used as 
coiiiino)! (jamiiuj houne, and by tlio fourth 
section of tho 40 Vict. c. 33 any person 
playing in a common g.aming house is lia- 
ble to a fino of not less than $20, nor 
more than §200, and in default of pay- 
ment to imprisonment not exceeding two 
months. The laws hero'quoted show that 
in oriler to sustain a conviction for gam- 
ing there must be proof that tho house or 
place where it occurred is kept or used 
for playing at an unlawful game. 

Moreover, tho particular gaiiic should 
bo set out in tho conviction because what 
is gaming is a mdfcterspf la>v;; antl-' the 
name of the gahio must bts specifiotl , that 
the Court, in case of appo.il, may judge 
whether it be lawful (Colborne v.-'. Stock- 
dale, Paloy's Summary Convictions, p. 
175, 572.) The ovulouco given in the pro- 
sent caso shows that the name of the game 
])layod is "Tun-tan," and the question 
arises: is there any proof that tho Chinese 
game, Tun-tan, is an i(n/c(it>/"i(< game ? I 
am of opinion that tliero is none. The 
police are entitled to great credit for the 
veryt-olliciont measures adopted by them 
to obtain cvidonco in the case; but the 
best evidence cannot cure a defect in law. 
Had the Act for suppressing gaming 
houses cpntained^a clauae*.;^ 
first section of an'Xct'forlho provbil'tion 
of gambling practices in certain public 
conveyances (1877) and worded a.s fol- 
lows: "Whosoever in any place within 
tho Dominion of Canada by means of the 
game of 'three-card moutc,' or any other 
game of cards, dice, or other instruments 
of gaining, or by any device of like char- 
acter, obtain from any other person any 
money, chattel, valuable security or pro- 
" porty, shall be deemed guilty of the mis- 
demeanor of having obtained the same by 
falfe pretences, and shall be punislied by 
imprisonment for'any term less than one 
year with or without hard labor, or with 
or without solitary conflnomcnt." Had 
such a provision as this been in force the 
evidence produced by the police would 
have placed Ah Get in an unenviable po- 
sition. But having carefully considered

By the arrival of tho Princess Louise 
wo havo a complete account of the dread- 
ful aftair at Kamloops, as follows: 

Allan, Charley and Arcliie !McLean and 
Alex. Hare started out on a lioMe-stealing 
and robbing expedition about the middle 
of November. They stole several horses 
belonging to .Tohn Wilson, and saddles 
and other property in tho vicinity of 
Cache Creek. Warrants for their arrest 
were issued by !Mr. Cornwall. Tlioy left 
Cache Creek and went up to Kamloops 
and committed similar depredations. 
About tho end of last month tho Govern- 
ment authorised Mr. Somlin to offer a ro- 
ward of §250 for their capture and convic- 
tion. On the Gth inst. Win. Palmer of 
Nicola saw ono of them riding his horao 
that had boon stolen by them. -Vs soon 
as they saw him a shot-gun was leveled at 
him and he was told to go on. IMcDonald 
and other settlers were treated in a simi- 
lar manner. Mr. Tait of the II. B. Co. 
then increased tho reward to §500. About 
that time Jas. .lamiescn and Goo. Caug- 
hill were sworn in as .special conatablos 
and fitted out hy residents of Kamloops 
at thoir own expense and sent in pursuit 
of the culprits. 

On the 7th Mr. U8.sher started with 
Palmer. A few miles from Kamloops they 
found their (racks. They then engaged 
A. Shumway to accompany them as guide, 
and John Jlcr.eod as an additional special 
constable. The rpinaiued at the Govern- 
ment camp that night and started on the 
track at thvylighf next morning. At 11 
o'clock they came up to the McLeans' 
camp and were immediately fired on. 
U.s.slier got oil' his horse and walked into 
the camp, calling on tliem to surrender, 
liaro met him with a knife in ono Iiaiid 
and revolver in the other. 'J'lioy clinched, 
when Usshcr fell. Hare held Ussher's 
head down while Ai-chy McLean placed a 
pistol within eighteen inches of his face 
and fired. Hare and IMcIioan llion boat 
his head with their j'i.stol.s. In the iiicaii- 
tiiuQ tho other McLeans kept up a steady 
fire on Palmer and jMcLoad. Palmer fired 
two shots with his ])istol, but JIcLood's 
gun would not go ofi". As tliey wore do- 
fenceless and couldn't protect thomsolves 
or assist Ussher they rode back to Kam- 
loops. McLcod was shot in tho faco and 
one bullet lodged in his right knee. Wm. 
Roxburgh, who was hunting Govcrnmoiit 
animals, pressed forward when he heard 
tho tiring. Sevc. il shots were lirod at 
him. The camp '.vas well located, being 
on a higltridgo'BiktebiV'iniles from Kam- 
loops. The position was 'lit' good ono, as 
no ono could appiroach for miles without 
being seen. 

As soon as the nev,-s of I'ssher'.s death 
was received at Kamloops a minibor of 
men went out. . They found him cold, the 
boily partly stripped and mutilated. Tho 
bodyi was;takcn to Kamloops. Everything 
abouttho camp was destroyed — provisions, 
bridles, saddles and blankets thrown -into 
the fire. Tho next day five special con- 
stables were swtu'n in and sent to the 
Boundary tin Okanagan, as it was 
thought the iiiiirdorers would try to 
escape. Instead of that they starteil 
pillngin]^! every, house on their way, taking 
all the faroarmsthey could lay their hands 
on, and killing a shepherd named Jas. 
Kelly who was alone in the mountains 
with his sheep. At .every house they 
boasted of what they had done and 
threatened the lives of many. 
They than . went to the rancheria 
at ! ^-thb .'^^badf. ,9K>^jNicpla jrand sent 
the Indiiiris to p^n-clmse ammiinition with 
the money they took from U.sshcr. Tho 
following day they went to tho Lidian 
ranch at the foot of Douglas Lake. Then 
some of tlio Indians, whether through 
fear or favor, did what they asked thorn 
to do. At this time tho settlers wore 
thoroughly alarmed. Tho McLeans h:id 
boasted that tho Indians would join tJioui, 
and thoir conduct looked that way. But 
the settlors soon began to muster, and the 
counsels of the better Indians to prevail. 
Finally, one Tiulian agreed to find out 
exactly where they were upon payment 
of §100. This was readily agreed to, and 
the murderers were -rdrivon . h'ptii tho 
brush to a stable, wlicro' their horses had 
been placed the night previous. From 
there they were driven to a cabin belong- 
ing to an Indian, in which a quantity of 
provisions wore stored. The cabin was 
easy to defend. A few chinks taken out 
enabled them to po]! at any ono attempt- 
ing to apiiroacli within range of thoir 
rilles. During Wediiesd.ay and Thursday 
the settlor."!, with "tho assistanco of the In- 
dians, remained on guard, firing at any 
one that would venture Out of the cabin. 
On Friday morning at daylight the Kam- 
loops party, numbering 25, came to the 
rescue. Shortly after that tho murderers 
surrendered, E.ayiiig that if the black s — 

of b H had not iirnved traitors they 

never would have been taken. The spe- 
cial constables had all they could do to 
prevent the settlers from lynching them. 
The whole party then went'to.Kamloops. 
At that place a strong guard liad to be 
kojit up thy and iiiglitor they would havo 
been lynched. Tho four ])risoners wore 
cominiltod for trial by tho following Mn- 
gistratcs: Sen:itor Cornwall, jMessrs. 
iMara, Tait ar.cl Edwards. Mr. Cornwall 
took up a party from Cache Creek and 
Mr. livingBtpnone from Clinton. They 
traveled airniglit, but mot the capturing 
party about half way from Kaiulooiis. 

Tlio excitement for a few days at Nico- 
la and Kamlomis was inten:so, as it was 
not known how the Indians would act, 
and had only .x few joined the half-breeds 
nearly the whole of the Upper Nicola 
might havpib'ePnmurde assist- 
ance could bo' sent; The Kamloops In- 
dians at first held back; but when they 
consented to assist they went into it witii 
enthusiasm. Some of them donned thoir 
war-paint and featlicrs, and <lanced the 
war-dance before starting. They then 
said they would face tho whole of the Ni- 
cola tribe if necessary. 

The great trouble was the want of arms. 
A few had Henry rilles, but nearly all 
were out of aimiuinitinii, Tlie Govern- 
ment .should keep a small stand of anna 
in places like Clinton and Kamloops. 

Mr. Ussher and Mr. Kelly were buried 
on Sunday, tho 14th. The service over 
tho former was read by Senator Corn- 
wall; over the latter by Rev. Father iMar- 
tin. 

Watch Night. — Tho bolls of tho Wcs- 
leyan and Pandora Avenue, churches her- 
alded tho advent of the new year last 
night and divine .service was held at the 
Wesloyan and Reformed Ejiiscopal 
Churches.

Thoy 
found on tho bod, lying behind the pris- 
oner, a formidable knife. A thorough 
search amongst tho other in-isonei-s was 
immediately instituted, and a second 
ecpially foriiiid.able weapon was found. It 
would .ajipear that some suspicion of their 
knives about them had caused the fre- 
quent soarchiii" of tho prisoners on the 
way down, and where they could havo 
concealed the knives is a complete mys- 
teiy.

Uocm:sTErt, N. Y., Dec. 8. — A spe- 
cial dispatch from Geneva recounts an 
oxtraordinaiy case of attempted sui- 
cide. The despatcli say's it occurred at 
Hobart College, Geneva, on Saturday 
night, the circumstances concerning 
which were not mado public until this 
morning. During Saturday evening a 
strong smell of escaping gas pervaded 
an apar tnient of 9tude'nts";itf the 
buildings, and at last the smell became 
so unbearable tliat an investigation was 
made. Upon opening the door of a 
room occupied by a youiig man named 
Hutchinson the gas poured out strongly 
as almost to suffocate tho investigators. 
Upon entering the room tho gas was 
found turned on and the burner or tip 
broken off. Upon the floor lay the 
occupant, Hutchinson, in an uncon- 
scious state. He was removed at once, 
and medical aid summoned. Upon ex- 
amination it was found that the insido 
of Ills mouth and throat wasj| badly 
burned. Everything was done to 
make him comfortable, but lie was in a 
very dangerous condition. It is feared 
that the burning will effect his taste 
and speech. There is no doubt ho was 
out of his iniiid when he did the deed. 
He has acted very peculiarly for .some 
time payt, ami many doubted his sanity- 
Tlie tlicory is that he got . upon the 
table, placed his month over the light- 
ed gas jet, clenched bis teeth upon the 
tip, biting it off, and becoming uncon- 
scious from tlio effects of the gas fell 
to tlio floor. Jlv. Hutchinson is about 
21 years of ago, ,and belong.s to Chi- 
cago. T-He is a member of the class of 
St. Holiart College, and also of tlio 
Ki Phi Society. Ho will bo removed 
to his home as soon as possible. Tbe 
affair has ereatecT considerable oxcltc- 
mont at the college and in the village.

An Ali^ator's He&l. 

The following horrible tale comes 
from Lahore: — Last Friday morning, 
the 19tb, the Messrs. Harris went out 
shooting to the River Ravi, and hap- 
pened to see an aligator basking in tho 
sun, about a mile below the bridge of 
boats, and over 250 yards from tlic 
shore ; whereupon jNlr. Sam Harris 
fired at bini and shot him through tho 
.side. Tho animal plunged into the 
water and disappeared, but on their 
securing a boat and approaching him 
they found him near an adjoining island 
severely wounded. Five more shots 
•were fired into him before ho was com- 
pletely overcome. He was found to 
measure 23 feet, G inches in length and 
about G feet in girth. Next day, on 
the beast being cut open, a most loath- 
some sight presenteil itself. The bo- 
die.s of two children were discovered — 
one was a mere infant, while the other 
was a fino young boy of about six, who 
had a pretty largo bundle of corn wrap- 
ped in a cloth round hisshouldoivs. The 
boy may perhaps have been grazing 
cattle on the banks when he ■was sur- 
prised by the huge monster. These 
alligators can traverse ' dry ground 
jiretty easUy. Tlie bodies were in a 
parjial state of decomposition, but thoy 
were in other respect's perfect. ' 

Altiioucih the gradual spread of tho 
population toward the interior of 
Africa is driving tho wild animals 
farrtlier and father inland, and tliougli 
tiiey are consequently diflicult to reach 
in the more inaccessible haunts to 
which they have reti'cated, yet tho 
larger wild animals have, with one or 
two exceptions, .scarcely suffered any 
diminution from the ailvancing tide of 
civilization. Ostriches have .suffered, 
perhaps, most, but only to exchange a 
wild for a domesticated state. Ele- 
phants are frequently seen within a 
siiort distance of the soutliern and 
south-eastern coasts. Hippopotami 
are abundant. Even the larger boasts 
of prey arc by no means ' uncommon, 
and tigeri? aro especial depredators. 
If tbe reports of diamond diggers in 
the north-west are to be believed, a 
now animal has lately made its appear- 
ance as a candidate for tho honor of 
being chased by any enterprising 
sportsman. It is called by the bush- 
men, or natives, the "bear lion," and 
is described as being about tho size of 
a lion, but far stronger in make, and 
with a tremendous head and neck. It.s 
legs' are much shorter than a lion's, but 
much stouter, and it is apparently far 
more powerful. Its color is a dark 
yellow, with black spots. It runs or 
creeps along tlio ground, but docs not 
bound like a lion. It has sometimes 
been seen accompanied by a smaller 
one, probably a cub, so that the race 
apparentlyis notyet quiteextinct what-

3. The Returning Ofiicor of Yates Street 
Ward shall, on the ; second Monday in 
Januarj', 1880, at noon, nominate such 
pci-sons as shall bo put in nomination in 
that behalf by some duly qualified voter 
as candidates for tho said oilicos, as the 
case may be. A show of hands shall then 
take place, and tho said Returning Ollicer 
shall thereupon declare which of the can- 
didates f Or the said offices has or have 
been elected by the show of hands. 

4. In case a poll be duly demanded at 
the election of a Mayor, the vdto of the 
electors slmll be taken on the following 
day, at the now City Hall, Douglas street, 
in the said City of Victoria, and tho said 
poll shall bo open at 10 o'clock a. yt. and 
close at 4 o'clock p. M. 

5. In case a poll shall be duly demand- 
ed at tho election of Councillor.s for any

Mayor or Councillors the votes shall be 
given by ballot. 

7. The ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper \\n this By-law called a bal- 
lot paper! snowing the names and occupa- 
tions of tne candidates for tho oflice of 
Councillor., j^In Yates Street Ward, in 
addition to BucKrballot paper, there ahull 
bo an additional ballot paper showing tho 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho office of Mayor; eacli ballot paper 
shall have a number printed on tho back 
and shall have attached a counterfoil with 
tho same number printed on tho face. At 
tlio time of voting the ballot paper shall 
be marked on both BideB<nyith;an'''officixil 
mark and delivered to the voter within 
tho polling stJition, and tho luunber of 
such voter on tho Register or List of Mu- 
nicipal Voters shall be marked on tlio 
counterfoil, and tho voter, having secretly 
marked his vote on tho paper and folded 
it up so as to conceal his vote, sliall place 
it in a closed IJox in tho presence of tho 
Officer presiding afc the polling station 
after having shown to him the oflicial mark 
on the back. 

8. Any ballot paper which has not on 
the back the official mark, or on which 
votfes are ^iven to more candidates than

void and not counted. 

9. After the close of the poll, the ballot 
boxes slmll be closed up so as to prevent 
the insertion of additional ballot papers 
and shall bo taken charge of by the Re- 
turning Officer for Yates Street Ward and 
that officer shall, in tho presence of such 
of the candidates as may be in attendance 
or their agents, and of tlie Returning 
Officer,, openihe ballot boxes at the new

11. And for tho puipose of regulating 
tho mode of procedure at such election ; 
and of conducting tho said polls, section 
ono of tho By-Law entitled "A By-Law to 
regulate tho eloction of a Mayor and 
Councillors for the.city of Victoria in the 
year 1875," Commehdingl ' If liiiy candi- 
date nominated during the time appoint- 
ed, etc. , together with all tho subsequent 
sections of the said By-law and the sclie- 
dule thereto appended are hereby incor- 
porated with tliis By-law and shall be 
read together with this By-Law as if the 
same had been ro-onactefi, word for word, 
herein and hereby. 

This By-Law may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as "The Municipal Elections By- 
Law, 1880." Passed the Council Decem- 
ber 24th, 1879.
